VOTE IS MONTHS AWAY 
Misspelling causes 
delay in recall drive

The East Jordan election cam- 
mittee met Aug. 21 to approve the 
language of a recall petrtion that was 
filed alleging misconduct on behalf 
of East Jordan Mayor Russell Peck 
and City Commissioner Brian Sweet. 

The election committee ap- 
proved the language of the petitions, 
but East Jordan Mayor Russ Peck 
brought light to a spelling error in his 
name. 

To alleviate legal questions that 
would arise from the misspelling, the 
recall supporters decided to refile the 
peution, changing only the misspell- 
ing. 

The corrected petition will be 
confirmed at the next meeting of the 
election committee on Sept. 5 at 10 


a.m, 

Once the petitions are approved, 
they are returned and given 90 days 
Ww receive 164 signatures, which is 
the required 25 percent of total votes 
cast for governor in the previous elec- 
t1on. 


If the signatures are gathered, 
they will be returned to the county 
clerk’s office were they will be re- 
viewed within seven days, at which 
time they will be sent to the city clerk 
for further review. 

After the city clerk verifies the 
signatures, the special election sched- 
uling committee will meet to sched- 
ule a recall vote. 


County clerk Jane Brannon es- 
timates a December or January vote 
due to the time each step is allotted.

It's not an easy job 


But interim city manager brings much experience with him

Stepping into the middle of an ongoing 
struggle is difficult, and often undesirable. To 
be successful requires great concern, sensitiv- 
ity and awareness. 

David White, East Jordan’s interim city 
administrator, has accepted the challenge and 
taken over city management while East Jor- 
dan begins its search for a permanent replace- 
ment. 

After spending 17 years as a city admin- 
istrator, White has learned that maintaining 
stability and holding things in place until a 
permanent replacement is hired is an impor- 
tant priority. “I think that I need to be here to 
help quiet the waters for awhile, and help get 
things back to the way they were,” he said. 

White commutes to northern Michigan 
from Saline where he served for five years as 
a city administrator, and more recently, in the 
private sector. Before Saline, he worked as.a 

‘city administrator in.towns in Ohio, Joyal and 
Michigan. 

_ Many of White’s strengths as a city ad- 
ministrator stem from the years thafhe served 
in a variety of different kinds of communities 


' from the smaller Kapek; Mich:, to the bustling 


crossroads of sions City, Iowa. 


“Working in these many different com- 
munities gave me experience and taught me 
many different ways to look at things,” White 
said. 

This experience is what White recognizes 
as one of the greatest strengths he can bring to 
his position. Time spent in past city adminis- 
trator positions has taught White one of the 
most important things he can do for East Jor- 
dan right now. 

“Jt is important to learn the flavor of a 
community, to know the thoughts, feelings, 
and desires of the people and the committee 
members. What is their vision for East Jor- 
dan?” 

While he takes time to learn the vision 
that East Jordan residents hold dear, White has 
also begun to form his own opinions and goals 
for the area. Although he knows that East Jor- 
dan has recently undergone some governmen- 


.tal strains, he is encouraged by what he has

assumptions,” failed to act responsi- 
bly when certain allegations were 
made publicly by city officials and 
then retracted, and failed to provide 
the leadership necessary to avert the 
escalation of this incident to its 
present proportions. 

I do not condemn the 
commission’s decision to terminate 
the former City Administrator, I con- 
demn the unprofessional procedural 
tactics employed by some commis- 
sioners in handling the situation. The 
question is one of governmental cred- 
ibility. One of the major factors in- 
volved in the consideration of new 
entrepreneurial investment is one’s 
perception of the credibility, stabil- 
ity and leadership provided by a 
city’s governing body. 

Are the elected officials knowl- 
edgeable, credible and professional 
when it comes to handling the affairs 
of the city? Can an entrepreneur be 
reasonably assured that the govern- 
ing body is capable of achieving its 
publicly stated goals and objectives 
in a professional manner? How 
“easy” is it for an entrepreneur to 
navigate the bureaucratic waters 
when it comes to permits, site plans, 
utilities, etc.? 

The lack of coordination and red 
tape I’ve witnessed and heard about 
during the past two years from po- 
tential investors does nothing to en- 
hance my perception of East Jordan 
as a sound investment, yet my wife 
and I have made a commitment to the 
growth and success of this city as 
evidenced by our recent business 
expansion. My family has operated 
a business here for the past 50 years 
and I care very deeply about that tra- 
dition and anything that might affect 


it. 

East Jordan’s business owners 
(residents and non-residents) live 
with the consequences of -govern- 
mental actions every day. We pay a 
higher property tax rate for this privi- 
lege which would indicate to me a 
certain right to voice our opinions 
and have them listened to. East Jor- 
dan business owners talk to the com- 


missioners’ constituents daily. They © 


are the bulk of our clientele. We hear 
their concerns probably more often 
than some of the commissioners. If 
anybody has an ear on the pulse of 
the community it is the business 
owner who is working with the citi- 
zens six days a week. 

To reiterate my prior comments, 
I don’t know if a recall is a benefi- 
cial action at this point in time con- 
sidering the Jack of progress toward 
East Jordan's developmental goals. 
That issue is in the hands of the vot- 
ers. However, for Mr. Sweet to pub- 
licly discount concerned constitu- 
ency action via innuendo and offen- 
sive labeling serves only to contrib- 
ute to the further polarization of gov- 
ernmental, public and private sector 
attitudes. 

I feel we need to re-focus our 
efforts toward a new enthusiasm con- 
cerning the implementation of the 
DDA plan and do everything in our 
power to encourage the growth of 
new investment in East Jordan. The 
Comimission’s recent formation of 
the Joint Task Force to study DDA 
plan financing options is to be ap- 
plauded and is a long overdue step 
in the right direction toward achiev- 
ing this goal.

Before retirement, I was a news- 
paperman for 53 years during which 
I wrote numerous articles about the 
fire fighting and rescue activities of 
volunteer fire departments of north- 
western Ohio and southeastern 
Michigan. 

{always respected the efforts of 
these dedicated citizens and I am 
proud that some of my writings 
helped in promoting the establish- 
ment of well-trained emergency 
teams to serve rural areas. 


The importance of this was dis- 
played dramatically to me on July 22 
when I suffered an arm-shoulder frac- 
ture in a tumble at a cottage on Lake 
Charlevoix. A call to 9-1-1 (which 
had just started a few days earlier) 
resulted in the prompt response by 
Emergency Medical Technician Spe- 
cialist Bernie Hammond and two of 
his fellow members from the East 
Jordan Area Ambulance service. 

I was extremely impressed by 
the professional manner of these 
trained men who fast attached a sur- 
gical collar in case of neck injury; 


carefully placed me on a backboard 
and stretcher, then sat on each side 
of me to hold me in place in going 
around curves while enroute to 
Charlevoix hospital. “They did ev- 
erything right,” the doctor there said. 
Taxpayers of the East Jordan 
area should be proud that they have 
such a wonderful service by trained 
emergency personnel! who are avail- 
able 24 hours a day to provide excel- 
lent assistance to everyone, even a 
visitor from out of state.

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Bogus distress call costs big bucks

Everyone worries about 
government waste. Sometimes, 
however, the waste occurs, not 
because of poor judgement on the part 
of government officials, but because 
of plain citizen thoughtlessness. 

Such an incident on Lake 
Michigan recently cost taxpayers 
almost $25,000. 

On Monday, August 5, Coast 
Guard Station Charlevoix received a 
distress call from boaters reporting 
that their vessel was on fire near 
South Fox Island. Within three 
minutes, the station dispatched two 
rescue craft, a 41‘ utility boat and a 


21' rigid hull. 

Shortly after, Coast Guard Air 
Station Traverse City sent out a 
helicopter. Both boats and the 
helicopter searched for hours, finding 
nothing. 

By the time the search was 
called off and the distress call 
labelled a hoax, the helicopters had 
logged 5.8 hours, the utility boat 6.25 
hours, and the rigid hull 2.75 hours. 

According to Joe Travers, 
officer in charge of the Coast Guard 
Station Charlevoix, the cost of the 
mission was approximately $24,446 
for fuel, maintenance and personnel.

of other boaters undergoing a real 
emergency might have been Jost. 
Station Charlevoix had dedicated all 
available rescue resources to the 
reported distress. 

Calling in a bogus S.O.S. is a 
felony, punishable by a fine of up to 
$25,000 plus the cost of the mission, 
and up to six years in prision. And 
with today’s sophisticated tracking 
devices, many hoax calls can be 
traced. However, some do escape 
identification. 

In May 1994, a Michigan man 
was found guilty of a felony in 
Federal Court for making a fake call. 


He had been fined earlier in a civil 
action for using a radio to willfully 
send a false distress signal. 

Coast Guard Station Charlevoix 
confirms that this latest incident is the 
first that they've experienced in 
recent years. 

Anyone having any information 
about the originator of this, or any 
other bogus call is urged to call their 
nearest Coast Guard station. In this

Although 
most Busy Bees are Litzenburger residents, three 
of the members are from town and others are 
welcome to join. 

Donations of fabric are always appreciated 
and put to good use. The group is currently in need 
of large towels, They have received a request for 
some big bibs but don't have the means with 
which to obtain the towels. 

LaBerta also hopes to have a Christmas 
Bazaar this year with baked goods and homemade 
items from Litzenburger residents. 

While LaBerta and the Busy Bees get 
buzzing, the housing commission is taking action 
to make Litzenburger Place residents fee! more 
secure. 

“Until June 27, it was illegal to do any 
background checks on residents,” said housing 
commission director Todd Sorenson. “Now they 
can be done, and we will be doing background 
checks on everyone.” 

And in the meantime, LaBerta Martin and the 
Busy Bees will be affecting the lives of others 
through their good deeds. 


They make waves in the lives of other people. 

“It’s 15-20 women and a couple of men,” said 
LaBerta. “We make quilts for people at Grandvue 
and other nursing homes, and for individuals. Or 
we make anything else they may need. 

“In 1995, we made 103 Jap quilts, but this last 
year 1 have been il} and haven’t kept track of how 
many we’ve made.” 

The Busy Bees ts a nonprofit group whose 
members are RSVP volunteers.

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School choice, cooperative agreement -- what's it all mean? 


By BETSY BAXTER BLONDIN 


This is a quiz. It won’t count to- 
ward your grade — it’s only to find 


out what you know about recent 


changes in education. 

What is a cooperative agree- 
ment? What are schools of choice? 
Can students in charter schools, or 
public academies, participate in the 
athletic programs of another school? 

These terms and questions can 
be iritimidating and confusing to par- 
ents and school staff members alike. 
And with the start of school right 
around the corner, they’re important. 


A COOPERATIVE agreement 
has been reached during the last few 
months between Boyne City and 
Boyne Falls schools to benefit high 
school students. 

Juniors and seniors, and some 
sophomores and freshmen in the two 
districts will be able to take classes 
that are not offered at their own 
school. 

“We've given Boyne Falls a list 
of classes we have openings in, and 
their students will be able to take 
classes they don’t have available 
there,” said Boyne City superinten- 
dent Bob Nakoneczny. 

“Classes that our students may 
need but are not offered in Boyne 


Falls can be taken in Boyne City,” 
said Boyne Falls schools principal 
Ruth I. Goldsmith, “like wood shop, 
advance placement classes, and trigo- 
nometry. 

“Boyne Falls students can 
choose whether to take a class at 
Boyne City or North Central Michi- 
gan College.” 

Some options will be available 
for ninth or tenth graders, such as 
band for students who show a desire 
to take music. - 

The pilot program starts with the 
1996-97 school year and has been 
approved for two years. The school 
districts will evaluate it at that time. 

Michigan’s base per-pupil grant 
is for six periods a day, so if a stu- 
dent takes one class in the other 
school district, then one-sixth of that 
student’s grant will be paid by the 
home school to the host school. 

“I’m hoping this will open some 
opportunities for our students to take 
some of those special classes we 
don’t have,” said Goldsmith. 


FOR THE LAST two years, 
schools within the Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate School District 
have had a reciprocal schools of 
choice agreement. These schools in- 
clude Boyne City, East Jordan and 
Boyne Falls. 


A student in any Char-Em 
school can ask to attend another 
schoo! within the intermediate dis- 
trict. The open enrollment process 
includes applying to the nonresident 
school, and if there is room, complet- 
ing the paperwork process between 
the two schools. 

The state per-pupil grant follows 
the student to the new school, and 
differences in state grant amounts 
will be paid by students. 

- Inearly June, the Michigan leg- 
islature passed a bill, including Sec- 
tion 105 Schools of Choice, which 
took effect June 19. 

It stated that schools had to make 
a decision — opt out of Section 105 
and lose 10 percent of their state grant 
amount, comply with Section 105, or 
follow their own schools of choice 
program. 

“Char-Em saw the legislation 
coming,” said Nakoneczny. “It was 
scary to the superintendents. The !aw 
says if special needs students apply 
and space is available, they have to 
be provided for, including transpor- 
tation.” 

That would mean East Jordan 
schools might be required to provide 
transportation to a Pellston student 
and visa versa. 

Char-Em’s policy states that the 
districts don’t have to provide trans-

portation for nonresident students. 

The original Char-Em policy 
had limited the. number of students 
that could leave a school district by 
one percent, For example, Boyne 
City has about 1,400 students, so only 
14 could leave. That has been revised 
in the new agreement, and the cap has 
been eliminated. 

Applications must be accepted 
at least until August 1 each year, ac- 
cording to Char-Em’s policy, and any 
student leaving a district will not be 
able to return until the following 
school year. 

“This is not just happening in 
Michigan,” Nakoneczny said. “It’s 
happening nationally. 

“When the Governor signed the 
bill, he said, ‘local school superin- 
tendents can no longer hold students 
hostage.’” 


ALOT OF controversy has fol- 
lowed charter schools, which are now 
mostly being called public academies 
through their first year. One big ques- 
tion is whether or not public acad- 
emy students can participate in ath- 
letics in their home district school. 

Effective August | is an addi- 
tional eligibility option in the Michi- 
gan High School Athletic Association 
guidelines for students in public 
academies.

Four options existed prior to 
May, when a fifth one was agreed to. 
It was reportedly a.compromise 
prompted by legislation proposed by 
Sen. Mike Rogers, R-Howell, to let 
charter school students play on their 
home school sports teams. 

Here are the five ways a public 
academy student can participate in 
athletic programs: 

¢ The charter school sponsors 
and conducts its own athletic pro- 
gram; 

* Cooperative programs — a 
public academy can join the high 
school athletic association and then 
join with other member schools to 
sponsor teams in various sports, 

* Students enrolled in a public 
academy that has no sports can play 
sports in a traditional school where 
they are taking and passing at least 
four full subjects; 

* Students enrolled in a tradi- 
tional high school taking courses at 
a charter school remain eligible for 
athletics if they are taking and pass- 
ing at least four full subjects for 
which the traditional school will pro- 
vide credit; 

* A student who has attended a 
high school for at least two semes- 
ters and enrolls in another associa- 
tion member school with a special- 
ized curriculum can play sports in the 


first school; the majority of courses 
at the specialized school must be dif- 
ferent from the first school, and that 
determination is made by the school 
providing the sport. 

For all but the first option, the 
schools involved must cooperate and 
work together. For the last three op- 
tions, the two schools involved de- 
termine how to share state funding 
for the student and if a participation 
fee is required. 

Boyne City, East Jordan and 
Boyne Falls schools are all members 
of the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association and follow its guidelines. 

These schools have not yet re- 
ceived specific requests from public 
academy students to participate in 
their sports programs. 

Nakoneczny, Goldsmith, and 
East Jordan superintendent Chip 
Hansen all said that if and when they 
receive a request, their respective 
boards of education will have to 
make a decision. 

“We have basically decided,” 
said Boyne City’s athletic director 
Chris Brilinski. “In Boyne City we 
will be following the MHSAA guide- 
lines and section J of our school 
board policy. Students must be tak- 
ing four classes here in order to par- 
ticipate in our sports programs.”
